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SENTENCED FOR STEALING SOME SHOES

Telln Hin Story In Conrt and Throws
Himunelf Upon the Mercy of the
Judge=Tale of Nad
Company.

When Frank C. Becker waa arraigned be-
fore Judge Macy In the district court yes-
terday on the charge of breaking Into
Chrin Johnson's shoe store on South Maln
street Iast June and stealing several
of ahoes be admitted his gullt and threw
himaelf on the merey of the court. Becker,
who 1@ but 17 years of age, has none of
the appearances of the professionsl crim-
{nal or thief about him and the story he
told Judge Macy evidently had Its effect
in lessening hin sentence, as the court only
gave him slx months In the penitentiary,

Young Becker's story was, In substance,
that a year ago last May he ran away from
n good home In Hamilton, O, He was
studylng for college, but ohjected to the
atrlet manner In which his father kept him
to his books, One day, against his father's
orders, he went to a game of base ball
When evenlng came he was afrald to re-
turn home and meet his father, so declded
to run away., He boarded a freight train
and reached Chlcago, where he Jolned ¢om-
pany with a gang of professional trampa
and beat his way out west, He wandered
about the country, first with one gang of
hobos and then with another untll he
struck Councll Bluffs Iast June, It was
then that he was Induced to joln in the rob-
bery of Johnson's store. His companlons
encaped, but he belng under the Influence
of Hguor falled to get away and was caught
sleeping under the platform of a local rail-
way stutlon. The evidence agalnat him wan
almont concluslve, as he was wearing n palr
of the stolen ghoes.

Whila waitlng in the county jail for the
grand Jury to pass upon his case young

Becker had the mlsfortune to break his terday

right arm. One nlght a few webks ago, as
the prisoners were being locked up for the
night In the eylinder, Becker reached
through the bars to pick up a newspaper.
The cylinder was revolving at the time and
his arm was caught between the bars and
broken.

Parker H. Dexter, who was Indlcted for
stealing a watch from the residence of A.
J. Btanley In Rockford township, also
pleaded gullty and escaped with a thirty
daye' county jall sentence,

All the other prisoners arralgned entered
pleas of not gullty. Several of them were
asslgned counsel.

Than Alarming Beports Indicate.

DES MOINES, Sept, 12.—(8peclal Tele-
gram.)—The Iowa weather and crop seriice
bulletin Issited today summarizes ctrop con-
ditions as follows:

The wepk was notable for extremely high
temperature, exceeding #ll previous records
for September at any lowa atation, At the
central station Boptember b and 8 the maxi-

mum wpe 60 degrees and At several
other stations standard Ipstruments régis-
tered 100 degree and upward, Briek to

high winds prevalfed during the heatod
period, which terminated with light dnd
well distributed showers on the night of
September 7. At the close of the weak the
temperature was much lower, the minimum
at several places regletering dangerously
near the frost line.

The heat and high winds do not appear to
have been as damaging to corn A Bome
alarming rejorts Indleated. Fully two-
thirds of the crop was falrry well matured
and able to withstand drouth or moderate
fr . The late planted corn will be mu h
bettor in quality, It the lite of the plang 1%
terminnted by hot and dry weather, than
by the oprosite extreme. So, on the whole,
the benefita resulting from this swiftlyv.
ripening perlod may measurably offset the
injury to the straggling and belated portivn
of the crop.

The weather was favorable for harvesting
millet, flax and late hay, Late polatoss will
be cut short to some extent, but the crop
as o whola will be above the avernage, Win-
ter apples are reported to be fall'ng ff
rapldly In some sectlons and the marketable
apple crop will be very licnt. Plowing has
heen retarded by dry weather and the pas-
tures are generally short,

GRASSHOPPERS A

ON GLACIER,

Myrinds of the Insects Overtaken by
Cold Perish on the Ice.

There are many remarkable glaclers in
that part of the Rocky mountain uplift that
crosses the southern border of Montana. A
part of this region has hitherto been un-
mapped and its more elevated portions were
unvisited and unnamed ontll last summer,
when n geologleal party piloted the way up
the mountaing and dlscovered some of the
largest glacters in the temperate regions of
the western world. Here rises Granite peak,

which, according to Mr. Gannett, Ils the
culminating polot of Montana, 12,824 feet
high.

Among the glaclers found In these moun-
talns and recently described by James P.
Kimball is Grasshopper glacler, which de-
rives Ita name from the enormous quantity
of grasshopper remains that are found on
and In tne glacler. Perlodleally the grass-
hoppers that thrive in the prairle to the
north rake thelr flight southward and must
needs crosa the mountains. Their favorite
route seems to be acroegs this wide glacler
afd In the passage scores of thousands of
them succumb to the rigor of cold and wind,
fall helpless upon the snow and are Anally
entombed In the lee. In the course of time
billlons of them have been the victims of
this glacier. They are, of course, carrled by
the ice river down Into the valley and de-
posited at the melting edge of the ice, and
Mr. Kimball saya that thouzands of tone of
grasshopper remains are the principal ma-
terial at the lower edge of the glacier, We
hear very often of rocks and sand as form-
Ing the terminal moraine of glaclers, but
here Is a glacler whese principal morainal
materinl lg grasshoppers,

These Indect remalns are washed out of
the lco In furrows wherever the sun’s heat
has grocved the surface Into runlets of de-
peending water. The grasshoppers permeate
the glacier from top to bettom. No [rag-
ment of lee can be broken go Emall as not to
econtaln remaing, Most of the Ingects have
been reduced to A coarse powder and the
furrows of them washed out by the runlets
and paturally disposed In paraliel lines are
very dark in eolor.
